firemen to prevent the blaze from 
spreading, and Acting Chief Seyfer- 
lich hoped to be able to confine it to 
the Men is plant and save the valu- 
able buildings adjacent.

The 24 men killed in the fire were 


crushed to death when the east wall 
fell, carrying down upon them tons 
of bricks, timbers and ironwork and 
a heavy wooden canopv under which

There were many ammonia explo- 


sions. Tte file was the greatest dis- 
aster 'n the history of the Chicago 
flre department, and the worst hor- 
ror in Chicago since the Iroquols flre 
seven vears ago.
